Gentlemen: 


You included mo on the mailing list for your BULLETIN and invited me to 
write you on the matter. 


The things that struck me most forcibly in your paper were your, "black= 
jack and brass knuckles attitude, your Communistic, "Lot's take it" plat- 
form and your unfounded vicious attack on Max Fleischer in the Dan Glass 
case. DAN HIMSELF “OULD CONDEMN IT! 


Who suid Dan mado “12. His weekly check showed TWENTY TWO. 


Whydidn't you state that Dan, besides inbetweening, carried a very heavy 
night school program while at Fleischers? He himself complained of the 
strain and gave up this outside activity. TWO years of night school 
averaging three nights a weck! COULD THAT HURT HIM? 


And didn't you "forget" that Max urged Dan to take a weeks rest at a 
Jersey resort which Den did as Max's gucst? 


And didn't you 2lso "forget" that Max urged Den to return homs long be~ 
fore he did end at thet time offered to send him? 


I have a letter from Dan's mother. I knew her 2nd she wrote mo after his 
death.

I have a hunch they would fcel deeply hurt in knowing that 
you USED DAN AS A "SPEARHEAD" IN aN LTTACK ON MAX FLEISCFER who really did 
all he could to help Dan. nd vith your logic and deductions you ask me 
to sign up with you? 


But to come back to my own case. JUST WHAT C/N YOU OFFER ME? In the five 
years I have been here I have had every opportunity to advance. I we saw 
a yeeancy we worked for ite At one time fourteen of us competed for ONE 
opening in the inbetween departmonte The best one got it. These opportu- 
nitics are still present. ‘We went ahead that way instead of ganging up 
and: putting the "squeeze" on Max. My salary advances kept pace with my 
added-value to the company. This also, is fair enough. In short, T an 
satisfied and have NO COMPLAINTS!

You announced your policy of “complete control". A Union headquarters will,reg- 
ulate salaries, hours and other situations concerning the business. That means 
I’d be working under your orders and so would Max. You'd tell us both what to 

do. I don't like the idea of turning my career over to you to handle, By the 

way, WHO ARE YOU? 


I've observed your Commmistic "Let's take it" attitude. I don't think this 
would be good for either the business or my eareer,e On the other hand, Max 
lmows what he can pay to keep things going steadily. With over twenty years 
experience in animated cartoons he knows how to nurse things along when ne~ 
cessary. Another thing, since I have been here the plant has never been closed 
a single day. You could put me on strike at will. JI need my salary 52 weeks 

in the year. Can you guarantee that? MAX FLEISCHER CAN? 


All Unions, I have observed, have started with high moral principles to benefit 
the worker but I have yet to see one that didm't degenerate into a soft racket 
for the organizers. I won't split my salary with ANYONE! 


But I do favor an organization! It's membership would come from those in the 
staff who realize that a Union means trouble in this business especially when 
composed of the Communistic "Let's take it" clement. It vould be a loyal 
veterans association devoted to protecting themselves and the business from 
all trouble makerse
